HOUSE COMMITTEE KILLS 
MILK BILL BUT URGES 
FULLEST INVESTIGATION

Legislation which would allow dairyman of British Columbia to pool 
their l oaaas was rejected by th« Agricultural Committee of the Legislature 
this morning and this verdict virtually quashed the scheme for the preeent 
session at least. In rejecting the bill, however, the committee recom¬ 
mended a complete lnveeLigation Into the milk situation in the Province, 
so that the whole question may be considered again at the next ses si on of 
the House. The committee summed up its views In the following resolution 
which wUl go to the House Immediately: "That this committee. whUe not 
prepared to recommend this bill to the Legislature this sessio n , believes It 
desirable that an Independent and complete Investigation be made Into 
the masters Involved with a view to having the question considered again 
next s e s s ion.- 

The agricultural committee favors compromise as suggested by City 
Solicitor Williams, of Vancouver, and will advise that a committee be set 
up to investigate the whole question of the fluid milk in Vancouver, the 
coat of production, marketing methods, handling and transit, herd testing, 
pasteurisation and general manufacture. 

The committee will eleo probably be Instructed to investigate methods 
of manufacture and marketing butter, cheese, casein and powdered milk, 
by-products from surplus fluid milk.

The season for spraying orchards Is 
again here and the following informa¬ 
tion la given by the Dominion En¬ 
tomologies* Laboratory as a guide to 
those who are in doubt aa to the best 
measures to apply for the numerous 
pests which afflict the gardens of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Chief among these Is the leaf roller, 
a greenish worm which curls up the 
leaves of numerous trees and shrubs, 
and lives within the curled leaf, 
wriggling out'actively when disturbed 
ana dropping by a thread of silk This 
U the caterpillar of a small brown 
moth which lays its eggs in patches 
on the trunks and branches of trees 
or nearby fences and walla or any 
smooth surface that la handy. The 
eggs are laid in Summer and hatch the 
following Spring Just ss the leaves are 
opening. The principal control for this 
insect la to spray Just at this time of 
year with miscible oil. that Is to say. 
oil that is emulsified with certain 
substances so that It will mix with 
water. 

The beat proportion for leafrollers 
is one part to twelve parte of water. 
It must be applied not later than the 
middle of March to get the best re¬ 
sults. The effect of the oil la to close 
the pores of the eggs, thereby smother¬ 
ing the young caterpillar forming with¬ 
in If applied too late there la a danger 
of the caterpillar within the egg being 
able to withstand the effect of the oil 
Good brands of oil spray are obtain¬ 
able in thla city. Thla 6 U spray will 
also control oyaterahell scale 

Ownera of fruit trees must not 
imagine that be c aus e they have had 
apray of some sort applied at thla time 
of year that all the pests on the trees 
are going to be controlled by It. For 
instance, a miscible oil spray applied 
for lea fro llera will not control bud- 
worm*. which appear aa soon aa the 
buds begin to break and as the leaves 
expand tie them together with threads 
of allk. The bud worm affects most fruit 
tises and is s smell reddish brown 
larva, the caterpillar of a very small 
moth.
